Euphorbias Port Elizabeth 


The bare hills overlooking the harbour 
Port Elizabeth are rapidly being given over 
the builder satisfy the rapid expansion the 
city. The soil here almost non-existent and 
the sub-soil pulverized sand stone 
solid rock. here the full sun and exposed 
the salt sea winds and constant winds from 
the landward side, growing the cracks rocks 
with their necks broken rock little soil 
that the following species are found: globosa 
Sims, stellata Willd, gorgonis Berg. and 
elliptica Thumb. These four species are found 
vast quantities within few feet one another. 
elliptica perhaps not quite plentiful and 
requires little more true soil. will appre- 
ciated that these species can stand all the ex- 
posure, but must have perfect drainage. They 
are also found more favourable spots where 
scattered bush gives more protection. have 
never heard hybrid being found plant 


showing any signs intermediate form 
spite the close proximity their habitat. 

gorgonis Berg. often found hundreds 
with just the centre their crowns scooped out 
youths order get the latex which 
understard forms excellent bird lime. 

globosa Sims sometimes found such 
masses that difficult not tread them, 
the growth never more than one inch high 
although buried with soil these growths will 
often elongate come the light. One 
never finds the monstrosities that are sometimes 
seen pots botanical collections. 

Willd. usually beautifully colored 
rich purplish red mottled and veined with 
green. With the flowers the edges the 
growths, they make very attractive plants. They 
are not, however, easy move into cultivation. 
The swollen irregularly shaped roots are 
squeezed into all shapes their efforts force 
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themselves into the cracks the split rocks. 
They are tapering often inches long 
inches 

elliptica Thumb seems little known 
species far the collector goes judging the 
frequent requests for plants that are received. 
means plentiful the three species 
mentioned above, but occurs colonies. Being 
stemless, tuberous rooted species only showing 
out the ground and moreover having decidu- 
ous leaves, very hard locate. This plant, 
course, unisexual.

There yet another species usually found 
collections which native the Port Eliza- 
beth district, namely meloformis 
This plant found hills some miles the 
north the city where the soil much richer 
and where there limestone formation not 
very far below the surface. The areas where 
this species found are flat, covered grass 
and low scrub one foot height such 
Sutera microphyllum. the illustration will 
seen blue flowered Acanthaceous plant, 
Ruellia ovata Thum. growing alongside. 
meloformis not found very far from the coast 
but some 100 miles inland vallida found 
and further inland still about 180 miles 
obesa found near Graaff Reinet. would 
interesting make close study the extent 
the areas and the experienced within 
the habitats these three somewhat similar spe- 
cies. Another interesting study would com- 
parison the areas where /edienii Berg. and 
coerulescens Haw. are found. The former 
found some miles and the latter about 
miles inland from Port Elizabeth. Where they 
occur, large stretches them, sometimes miles 
long, are feature the flora. 

Enough has been said indicate the reader 
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that the country surrounding Port Elizabeth 
rich Euphorbia species. 

There clearly defined summer winter 
rainy season the area where the above-men- 
tioned species Euphorbias are found. Some 
winters are definitey wet, others are certainly 
dry, the same remark applies the summer sea- 
son, except that time are constant rains ex- 
perienced. Cultivators will therefore gather that 
not necessary fussy with the watering 
can because there definite resting season 
observe. Further, there are frosts this 
area although the ground temperature these 
hills rare occasions would reach say 39° 
40° Farh. Sun temperatures ground level 
reach high 107° the summer. There 
little shade afforded other growth such 
grass shrubby plants. High and drying winds 
are frequent occurrence. Cultivators will, 
therefore, realize the hard conditions these Eu- 
phorbias have put with when the wild 
state. trust therefore that these remarks will 
some assistance the collector this fasci- 
nating group plants. 


Note: Although regret that the 
PHORBIA has ceased publication will en- 
deavor fill the need for Euphorbia material. Interest 
this group plants will increase with the available 
literature which will make them better known. The 
most highly valued articles are those from the field and 
readers thank Mr. Long for this interesting 
contribution from South Africa.

Our plants 
were gathered Pueblo Nuevo, where they were 
found quite close Echeveria secunda. 

mexicana differs sufficiently 
former species its thinner, distinctly flattened 
leaves and sepals, which are scarcely papillose, 
its more strongly ascending erect shoots, and 
the outer portion the petals becoming often 
clearly reflexed full anthesis. 

Perhaps even more commonly cultivated our 
local third species, usually under 
the name elongata Rose. saw nothing 
the latter species near Pachuca whence 
said have come and are unable express any 
opinion just how differs from jurgen- 
senii (Hemsl.)

little use trying much with cacti 
the winter months. Therefore, the wintering 
cacti really begins the summer and autumn. 

almost impossible keep plants alive 
through the cold, damp, sunless days winter 
they have been neglected during their grow- 
ing season. 

All cacti are succulent plants, and store 
enough moisture keep themselves alive dur- 
ing the resting season. This resting period 
winter time, but not winter Victoria 
know it. 

Most cacti are accustomed cold, but not 
cold and wet the same time. Winter the 
desert where they grow quite dry. Therefore 
keep your plants dry possible, say from the 
end May the middle September. 

During this period not disturb them, for, 
owing their succulent nature, rot easily sets 
and your plant gone before you know 
affected. 

Inspect your plants daily. plant not 
doing well should, take out the pot 
and shake all the soil from the roots. the roots 
are affected mealy bug, wash them clean, then 
dip them weak nicotine sulphate, dry gently 
and replant clean pot, using fresh soil and 
crocks. 

Turn the pots round once week, that the 
plant can get fair share sun all around it. 
Take the pots from time time and inspect 
the drain hole and the rim the pot, very 
often the eggs mealy bug are deposited 
these places. 

When planting cacti inside rockery, 
not plant them near succulent plants which need 
watering during winter. 

you find necessary lift plant the 
winter, not replant for few days; then plant 
dry sandy loam. 

Spraying winter for insect pests not ad- 
visable. better method fumigate with 
nicotine, using small spirit stove over which 
placed tin lid with about half ounce 
nicotine sulphate. This will kill any insects 
space 2000 square feet. For larger house 
use more nicotine sulphate. 

Those who grow plants outside rockeries 
must first sure that the rockery properly 
built and free drainage provided. If, however, 
during the winter, part the rockery becomes 


waterlogged, and you not wish move the 
plants, drive few stakes well down, far enough 
away from plant that the roots will not 
injured. Twist the stakes about, then withdraw 
and fill the hole with broken charcoal. 

When planting cacti out the rockery, see 
that they are away from drips from other larger 
succulents. Get rid all pests before winter 
sets in. Snails and slaters can lot damage 
plants during the winter, and very often cause 
them rot. 

small rockery can kept fairly dry 
winter placing tent fly over it, that can 
removed sunny days. This impossible 
however, with large therefore would 
advise covering individual plants with jars, tins, 
any other effective covering which can 
easily removed.
